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Antillean House to go on auction February 24 


THE HAGUE-A former 
employee of the Antillean 
House in the Netherlands 
is about to have one of the 
three buildings in The Hague 
auctioned because the Central 
Government still owes her 
money in overdue salary. 
Vivien Pengel-Calmez was 
acting director at the Antillean 
House for one year, from 2004 
to 2005. She received her first 
letter of dismissal in April 
2005. However, the letter 
lacked motivation. Pengel- 
Calmez took the case to the 
Court which annulled the 
dismissal because the required 
federal decision was lacking. 
When she showed up for 
work again, Pengel-Calmeze 
received a second letter of 


dismissal. She was placed 
on non-active duty and was 
refused entry to the Antillean 
House. Again, the Court 
annulled the dismissal because 
the federal resolution lacked a 
signature of the Governor of 
the Netherlands Antilles. The 
Court denounced the Central 
Government’s handling of 
the matter and stated that 
Willemstad had broken 
its own rules. The Court 
decided it was a matter of bad 
governance and ordered the 
Central Government to pay 
Pengel-Calmez her overdue 
salary. 

In September 2006, Pengel- 
Calmez received her third 
dismissal letter and again the 
Court annulled the decision 


because the date on the federal 
resolution was not correct. The 
final, legally correct dismissal, 
followed in November of that 
year. The Antillean House only 
paid 12,000 Euro to Pengel- 
Calmez in overdue salaries 
and also paid 35,000 Euro to 
her creditors in Curasao. 

The former deputy director 
had a lien placed on the 
Antillean House and on the 
bank accounts of the Central 
Government late 2007. 
Through a court injunction, 
Willemstad managed to 
prevent the auction of the 
three buildings of the Antillean 
House in The Hague.

PHILIPSBURG—As the global economic crisis slowly sinks 
its claws into St. Maarten, plans for an economic summit to 
brainstorm ideas to mitigate the impact and stem the bleeding 
are still on the books. 

Economic Affairs Commissioner Maria Buncamper-Molanus 
said Wednesday that the draft memorandum of understanding 
to be signed between government and the private sector was 
making its rounds through the various departments. It will reach 
the Executive Council soon and will be the precursor to the 
summit. 

A public forum at which Netherlands Antilles Central Bank 
President Emsley Tromp will give an overview of the crisis and 
its impact on the Antilles, St. Maarten in particular, will lead up 
to the summit, the commissioner said. Tromp has committed to 
the forum but still has to indicate a time to suit his schedule.

“American 
Idol” judge Kara DioGuardi 
recognized Pacitti when she 
auditioned in Louisville, Ky. 
She also starred in “Annie” on 
Broadway as a young girl, and 
sang on the soundtracks for 
the movies “Legally Blonde” 
and “Bratz.”

Stocks mixed after report 
of mortgage subsidies

NEW YORK - The stock market made a strong late-day comeback 
after getting some possible good news about mortgages. 

The Dow Jones industrial average pared sharp losses to finish down 
nearly 7 points Thursday after a report that the government plans to 
subsidize mortgage payments for troubled homeowners. The idea 
of targeted help for homeowners impressed investors more than 
the government’s $789 billion economic stimulus package and its 
revised plan to bail out problem banks. 

“It’s one little piece of the puzzle that clears up some of the 
uncertainty,” said Joe Keetle, senior wealth manager at Dawson 
Wealth Management. 

To be sure, many questions remain — particularly about how the 
government plans to remove the complex, souring assets sitting on 
banks’ balance sheets. No one knows how big the losses are going 
to be for banks, investors and taxpayers — an uncertainty that has 
been weighing on stocks for months, especially in the financial 
sector. 

“The market is saying, we will give you the capital when we know 
you’ve told us the truth about the garbage,” said David Darst, 
chief investment strategist of Morgan Stanley’s Global Wealth 
Management Group. 

But a plan focused on the crux of the economy’s problems — the 
housing market — came as at least a temporary relief to investors. 
If homeowners are able to pay their mortgages, it should not only 
help the economy, but also keep mortgage-backed assets from 
losing more value. 

According to preliminary calculations, the Dow Jones industrial 
average slipped 6.77, or 0.09 percent, to 7,932.76, after falling by 
more than 245 points in earlier trading. 

“This is a massive reversal,” said Craig Peckham, analyst at 
Jefferies & Co. 

Broader stock indicators ended higher. The Standard & Poor’s 
500 index rose 1.45, or 0.17 percent, to 835.19, and the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 11.21, or 0.73 percent, to 1,541.71. 

Peckham said stocks also got a lift from a report that a House 
committee might approve the temporary suspension of credit 
default swap trading. Credit default swaps are essentially insurance 
policies for bond defaults; problems in that market have led to 
massive losses for financial services companies — most notably, 
the insurer American International Group Inc. 

Declining issues outnumbered advancers by about 8 to 7 on the 
New York Stock Exchange, where volume came to 1.48 billion 
shares.□ 


Charter Communications to file Chapter 11 


PHILADELPHIA - Struggling Charter 
Communications Inc., the nation’s fourth largest 
cable operator, said Thursday that it plans to file a 
prearranged Chapter 11 bankruptcy by April 1. 
Charter, which is controlled by Microsoft Corp. 
co-founder Paul Allen, said it has reached an 
agreement in principle with holders of $8 billion 
in debt who will give up repayment of their debt. 
In return, they will receive common shares, or 
warrants for rights to get common shares, that 
translate to nearly owning the entire company 
after bankruptcy. 

Allen will remain as an investor and retain the 
largest voting interest in Charter. While his 51 
percent stake in the company will be wiped out, 
along with those of other shareholders as the stock 
is canceled, Allen was given voting control by 
debt holders. Allen also holds some debt, which 
will be converted, and preferred stock. 

In a prearranged bankruptcy, a company enters 
into reorganization with a plan to emerge that has 
the approval of major stakeholders. The rest of the 
creditors will be dealt with through bankruptcy 
court. In a prepackaged bankruptcy, each creditor 
has voted on the plan before the filing. 

Charter said it plans to pay what it owes to 
suppliers and other trade creditors in full and go 
about the normal course of business. 

“We are pleased to have reached an agreement 
with such a significant portion of our bondholders 
on a long-term solution to improve our capital 


structure,” said Neil Smit, president and chief 
executive officer, in a statement. 

Allen, who owns the Seattle Seahawks of the 
National Football League and the National 
Basketball Association’s Portland Trail Blazers, 
put in over $7 billion into Charter, his biggest 
investment after he left Microsoft in 1983. Over 
the years, Charter piled on debt for acquisitions. 
It now serves 5.5 million customers in 27 states. 
The company said two of its subsidiaries will 
make a $74 million interest payment before the 
30-day grace period for debt that was due on 
Jan. 15 expires. Thursday’s agreement with debt 
holders leaves Charter with $13 billion of mostly 
bank debt, expiring from 2013 to 2016. 
Separately, Charter said fourth-quarter revenue 
is expected to increase by 6.6 percent to $1.66 
billion, with adjusted earnings before interest, 
taxes, depreciation and amortization up nearly 10 
percent to $620 million. 

The company expects to take a $1.5 billion 
impairment charge for fiscal 2008. 

Charter has been skirting insolvency for years, 
but this time it faces a brutal combination of tight 
credit and billions of dollars of debt coming due. 
The company hasn’t recorded a profit since it 
went public in 1999. 

Shares of St. Louis-based Charter tumbled 
3.4 cents, or 48 percent, to about 3.7 cents on 
Thursday. The stock earlier hit a low of 2.5

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Gregg withdraws as commerce secretary nominee

WASHINGTON - Saying, “I 
made a mistake,” Republican 
Sen. Judd Gregg of New 
Hampshire abruptly withdrew 
as commerce secretary 
nominee on Thursday and 
drew a testy reaction from 
the White House, suddenly 
coping with the third Cabinet 
withdrawal of Barack Obama ’ s 
young presidency. 

Gregg cited “irresolvable 
conflicts” with Obama’s 
handling of the economic 
stimulus and 2010 census in 
a statement released without 
warning by his Senate office. 
Later, at a news conference in 
the Capitol, he sounded more 
contrite.

“The president asked me to 
do it,” he said of the job offer.

From kids to Obama, nation 
marks Abe Lincoln’s 200th

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. - Folksy, melancholy 
Abraham Lincoln would have been 
dumbfounded by the fuss over his birthday 
Thursday. 

Bells tolled, wreaths were laid, speeches 
intoned and banjos picked to mark the 200th 
anniversary of Lincoln’s birth in a Kentucky 
log cabin. At the Lincoln presidential 
museum in Springfield, hundreds of excited 
schoolchildren joined in reciting the 16th 
president’s Gettysburg Address — an attempt 


to break the record for the biggest worldwide 
crowd reading it aloud together. 

“I got up at 4:30 this morning to be here!” 
said Emma Bradford, a 9-year-old fourth- 
grader from the Chicago suburb of Barrington. 
“Abraham Lincoln is my idol.” 

Bookended by a log cabin and a replica White 
House, Lincoln impersonator Michael Krebs of 
Chicago and Gov. Pat Quinn led the reading of 
the famed speech. Officials hoped 300,000 Abe 
fans around the world would join in to break 
the record of 223,363.

a strong low pressure system, 
started Wednesday night 
and moved east overnight, 
kicking up gravel and sand 
from construction sites and 
hurling garbage cans onto 
busy New York City streets on 
Thursday. 

“I got more sand in my eyes 
than a beach, and I almost got 
blown over backwards,” said 
electrician Michael Lazzaro, 


who ducked into a bar on his 
way home from work in New 
York. 

Utilities such as Jersey Central 
Power & Light in New Jersey 
reported downed power lines 
from wind-snapped trees. 
About 250,000 customers 
remained without power 
Thursday in Pennsylvania, 
and 140,000 more in Ohio. 
There were also about 109,000 


outages in West Virginia, more 
than 35,000 in New Jersey and 
14,900 in Michigan. 

“This is one of the largest power 
outages we’ve seen in many 
years,” said Jimmy Gianato, 
West Virginia’s director 
of Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management. At 
one point, 220,000 customers 
were without power.

“We were blessed by God to 
have Abraham Lincoln at a 
crucial time in our country’s 
history,” Quinn said. “We 
have to be ambassadors from 
the Land of Lincoln to the 
whole world to make sure that 
Abraham Lincoln’s memory 
is always with us.” 

Lincoln festivities were a hot 
ticket. 

“Everyone wants to have 
something to do with it,” 
said Anjali Baiju, a 10-year- 
old Springfield fifth-grader, 
whose mother was 5 when she 
emigrated from India. 

“He didn’t try to be all fancy. 
He just wanted to be himself 
and he wanted everyone to 
have equal rights,” Anjali 
said. 

Church bells rang from 
Springfield — where Lincoln 
was a state legislator and 
successful lawyer before 
moving to the White House 
— to points as far-flung as 
Vermont. Wreaths were laid 
in Hodgenville, Ky., where 
Lincoln was born, and the 
Spencer County, Ind., grave 
of his mother, Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln. 

Ford’s Theater in Washington, 
D.C., where an assassin 
felled Lincoln in April 1865, 
celebrated his birthday with 


performances of Lincoln’s 
great speeches. In Owensboro, 
Ky., the president’s life was 
set to bluegrass in the style 
of another famous native son, 
musician Bill Monroe. 

At Gilson Brown Elementary 
School in the Mississippi River 
town of Alton, where one of 
Lincoln’s game-changing 
1858 senatorial debates with 
Stephen Douglas took place, 
students signed a monstrous 
pro-Lincoln banner in the 
cafeteria. 

The U.S. Senate approved a 
resolution honoring Lincoln, 
and Sen. Roland Burris, D- 
111., urged Americans to “draw 
on Lincoln’s legacy and move 
forward” during this time of 
economic turmoil. 

President Barack Obama, 
speaking in Washington, 
urged Americans to remember 
Lincoln’s message of putting 
national unity above political 
differences. 

“I feel a special gratitude to 
this singular figure who in 
so many ways made my own 
story possible — and in so 
many ways made America’s 
story possible,” Obama said 
before heading to Springfield, 
where he and Lincoln both 
served as state legislators, for 
a celebratory banquet. 

Obama wasn’t the only person 
to note a personal connection 
to Lincoln. 

“We want to let everyone 
know what Abraham Lincoln 
did,” said 13-year-old Nate 
Ryan at St. Clement School in 
Chicago, where Lincoln won 
the Republican nomination 
for president in 1860. “He 
was kinda curious. Seems 
kinda like me.

SAN FRANCISCO - Same- 
sex couples seeking to wed 
showed up at marriage license 
counters nationwide Thursday 
to highlight a right they don’t 
have in 48 states, part of an 
annual protest that took on 
renewed urgency given recent 
election setbacks. 

In San Francisco, where same- 
sex marriage was legal for nearly 
five months last year before 
California voters approved a 
ban, many couples who came 
to City Hall had already tied the 
knot but wanted to express their 
gratitude and to show they’re 
still part of the fight. 

“All of our marriages are 
under the cloud of Proposition 
8,” said Stuart Gaffney, 45, 
referring to California’s ballot 
initiative banning gay marriage. 
“Equality is an unfinished 
business in California.” 

In Las Vegas, couples gathered 
outside the downtown marriage 
bureau with signs that read 
“Don’t hate my love” and “No 
laws on love.” 

In New York, activists wore 
signs that said “Just Not 
Married.” They were turned 
away empty-handed in both 
places when they asked for 
marriage licenses. 

“We could get married in 
Massachusetts or Connecticut, 
but we’ll wait a little and see 
what happens in New York,” 
Matt Flanders, 37, of Brooklyn, 
said after he and his partner, 
Will Jennings, 29, participated 
in the protest in Manhattan. 
“It’s a matter of principle. This 
is our home, and we should be 
able to get married where we 
live, where our friends are.” 
The protests around Valentine’s 
Day, part of the 12th annual 
Freedom to Marry Day, were 
considered especially important 
this year because they come 
after the November passage of 
Proposition 8. The measure has 
prompted protests, lawsuits and 
questions about the direction of 
the gay rights movement. 

“A lot of people feel a sense of 


determination and regret over 
having been too complacent 
or quiet before, so there is a 
commitment to, "Never again, 
we have to take action,”’ 
said Evan Wolfson, a civil 
rights lawyer who conceived 
Freedom to Marry Day. “In that 
sense, California was a terrific 
energizer and wake-up call.” 
Currently, gay marriage is 
legal only in Massachusetts 
and Connecticut, while 30 
states have gay marriage bans 
in their constitutions. Gay 
rights activists are pressing 
lawmakers in New Jersey, New 
York and Vermont to take up 
bills that would legalize same- 
sex marriage in those states. 
Jennifer Pizer, director of the 
marriage project at gay rights 
legal group Lambda Legal, 
said the disappointing outcome 
of the California election has 
created momentum in other 
parts of the country. 

Hawaii’s House of 
Representatives, for example, 
voted 33-17 Thursday to allow 
same-sex civil unions. The 
legislation now goes before 
the state’s Senate Judiciary 
Committee, where the vote is 
split among six senators, with 
one undecided. A tie vote would 
kill the civil union measure for 
the year. 


In Utah, where a constitutional 
amendment approved by voters 
in 2004 prohibits same-sex 
unions, five gay and lesbian 
couples applied for marriage 
licenses in Salt Lake City on 
Thursday. County Clerk Sherrie 
Swensen said she could recall 
only one other gay couple 
asking to get married over the 
last 18 years. 

In Maine and Minnesota on 
Thursday, dozens of proponents 
of gay marriage gathered 
outside the statehouses to lobby 
for bills that would legalize 
same-sex marriage in those 
states. Under a black and white 
banner that read “Legalize 
Love,” Minnesota lawmakers 
vowed to push the bill as far as 
they can. 

State Sen. Scott Dibble, a 
Minneapolis Democrat who 
is one of the few openly gay 
members of the Legislature, said 
the country’s economic woes 
showed the need for couples 
to support each other. But gay 
couples can’t get many of the 
benefits of marriage that might 
make things easier, he said. 
“Those with strong families 
more than anyone are going to 
be able to rely on each other,” 
Dibble said. “So why does our 
own government try to stop that 
from happening? Why does our 


own government try to stop us 
from trying to take care of each 
other?” 

Troy Smith, 41, and his partner 
of six years, Justin Gibson, 26, 
were among the 15 couples 
waiting with tourists outside the 
marriage bureau in downtown 
Las Vegas. Smith, a coordinator 
at a local wedding chapel, 
said he’s constantly faced 
with the reality of Nevada’s 
constitutional ban on gay 
marriage. 

“I sell it every day, but I can’t buy 


it myself,” he said, adding that 
he often sees couples rushing 
to the altar after knowing each 
other for hours. “It just about 
breaks my heart. It’s not fair.” 
The California Supreme Court is 
scheduled to hear oral arguments 
next month on whether to 
uphold Proposition 8 and on the 
validity of the estimated 18,000 
same-sex marriages sanctioned 
in the state between June and 
November. The court could 
render a decision as early as 
June.Q

“It’s unfortunate. ... There’s a 
disappointment.” 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, Gregg said, 
“For 30 years, I’ve been my 
own person in charge of my 
own views, and I guess I 
hadn’t really focused on the 
job of working for somebody 
else and carrying their views, 
and so this is basically where it 
came out.” 

Gregg, 61, said he informed the 
White House “fairly early in 


he wished Gregg “had thought 
through the implications of his 
nomination more thoroughly 
before accepting this post.” 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., called Gregg a 
friend and said, “I respect his 
decision.” 

In his statement, Gregg said 
his withdrawal had nothing to 
do with the vetting into his past 
that Cabinet officials routinely 
undergo. 

Gregg’sreferencetothestimulus 
underscored the partisan 
divide over the centerpiece of 
Obama’s economic recovery 
plan. Conservatives in both 
houses have been relentless 
critics of the plan, arguing it is 
filled with wasteful spending 
and won’t create enough jobs. 
Gregg has refrained from 
voting on the bill — and on

Lynch, who spoke to Gregg 
several hours before the 
announcement, said he 
respected Gregg’s decision to 
withdraw and remain in the 
Senate. He thanked Newman 
for her willingness to serve. 

A day after Gregg’s nomination 
had been announced, the 
AP reported that a former 
staffer was under criminal 
investigation for allegedly 
taking baseball and hockey 
tickets from a lobbyist in 
exchange for legislative favors 
while working for Gregg. 

The former staffer, Kevin 
Koonce, has been identified in 
court papers only as “Staffer 
F” in the sprawling corruption 
probe stemming from disgraced 
lobbyist Jack Abramoff. 

Gregg said at the time that he 
had been told he was neither 
a subject nor target of the 
investigation, and would 
cooperate fully. Q

At least six state parks also had no electricity. 

Utilities in Ohio and West Virginia said electricity wouldn’t be 
restored to some residents until the weekend or later. 

In New Jersey, a 61-year-old motorist was killed early Thursday 
in Union County when a tree snapped, crashing through her 
car’s windshield and impaling the woman. A woman in Newark 
died of massive head injuries after a tree branch fell and struck 
her Thursday afternoon. Another woman attending her brother’s 
wake in West Virginia was struck and killed by debris when the 
church’s gymnasium collapsed Wednesday night. 

A 35-year-old truck driver also died Wednesday night near 
Columbus, Ohio, when wind knocked a semitrailer into his 
truck. Police said three other semitrailers were knocked over by 
wind Wednesday night, injuring one of the drivers. 

Wind also was believed to be a factor in the death of a 59-year- 
old New York City construction worker who was killed when a 
wall collapsed, officials said. 

A downed power line forced the closure of Interstate 90 west of 
Erie, Pa., for three hours on Thursday morning. The wind also 
disrupted the morning rail commute in the New York City area, 
and four people were hurt, apparently by flying glass, when the 
wind blew a crossing gate into a Long Island Rail Road train. 
The National Weather Service reported a wind gust of 92 mph 
in Allegheny County in Pennsylvania, but said most gusts in the 
region were no greater than 60 mph. 

In Kentucky, devastated by a crippling ice storm two week ago, 
Public Service Commission spokesman Andrew Melnykovych 
said the wind caused at least 150,000 outages Wednesday.

LA police to Investigate 
threats to octuplet mom

LOS ANGELES - Police said 
Thursday they will investigate 
death threats against octuplet 
mother Nadya Suleman and 
advise her publicist on how to 
handle a torrent of other nasty 
messages that have flooded 
his office. 

Word that the 3 3-year-old 
single, unemployed mother 
is receiving public assistance 
to care for the 14 children she 
conceived through in vitro 
fertilization has stoked furor 
among many people. 

Police Lt. John Romero said 
officers were meeting with 
Suleman’s publicist Mike 
Furtney about the flood of 
angry phone calls and e-mail 
messages against Suleman, 
her children and Furtney. 

“We are aware of the media 
accounts of the threats, and 
that they are being sent to the 
West Los Angeles detectives 
for appropriate action,” 
Romero said. 

Furtney said 500 new e-mails 
were received early Thursday. 
“We’re talking to the Los 
Angeles Police Department to 
get their best advice as to how 
to regard these messages,” he 
said as the phone in his office 
rang constantly. 

He is also consulting with a 
security professional to get 
advice on any precautions that 
might need to be taken. 
Suleman is living in an 
undisclosed location and 
spends time with all her

kids every day, Furtney said. 
The octuplets are expected 
to remain in the hospital for 
several more weeks.

One family from the Midwest 
has invited Suleman and her 
brood to live on their farm, 
Furtney said. 

“One thing that keeps me 
from jumping out the window 
is that we’ve heard from many 
people offering some kind 
of support: clothing, food, 
financial or other help,” he 
said. 

Suleman has been supporting 
her six other children with 
$490 a month in food stamps 
and receives Social Security 
disability payments for three 
of the youngsters that could 
total $2,379 a month. 

She has estimated her in vitro 
fertilization procedures have 


cost $100,000. 

Suleman has said she saved 
for the treatments by working 
double shifts and also used 
money from a disability award 
exceeding $165,000 that she 
received after an on-the-job 
back injury. 

The benefits were discontinued 
last year. 

The Suleman octuplets’ 
medical costs have not been 
disclosed, but in 2006, the 
average cost for a premature 
baby’s hospital stay in 
California was $164,273, 
according to the U.S. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services. Eight times 
that equals $1.3 million. 

For a single mother, the cost of 
raising 14 children through age 
17 ranges from $1.3 million 
to $2.7 million, according 
to the U.S. Department of

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Pope tells Jewish leaders 
he will visit Israel

that he plans to visit Israel 
in May, coupling the long- 
awaited announcement with 
his strongest condemnation of 
Holocaust denial. The 81 -year- 
old pope assured the group 
that the Catholic Church was 
“profoundly and irrevocably 
committed to reject all anti- 
Semitism,” helping to ease 
Jewish furor that followed 
the pope’s reinstatement of 
an ultraconservative bishop 
who questioned the extent 
of the Holocaust. “Such 
warmth, with an outstretched 
hand,” said New York Rabbi 
Arthur Schneier, a Holocaust 
survivor, after the audience in 
the frescoed Consistory Hall. 
“The visit is on, no hesitation, 
reservations.” 

There has been only one other 
official visit by a pope to the 
Jewish state. Both sides said it 
will take place in May. 

The trip, talked about since 
the start of the German pope’s 
papacy in 2005, has been up 
in the air for some time due to 
problems raised by both sides. 
The latest jolt came when 
Benedict last month lifted the 
excommunications of four 
ultraconservative bishops - 
- one of whom denied that 
Jews were gassed by the Nazis 
during World War II. 

Protests by Jews, the pope’s 
own bishops in Germany and 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel led the Vatican to 
demand the bishop recant, 
easing tensions and leading 
to Thursday’s meeting with 
more than 60 representatives 
of American Jewish 
organizations. 

Addressing the group in 
English as they sat in chairs 
before him, Benedict called 
the slaughter of 6 million Jews 
a crime against God. 

The Vatican said Benedict 
did not know about the 
views of Bishop Richard 
Williamson when he agreed 
to lift the excommunication, 
but he clearly referred to him 
Thursday. 

“The hatred and contempt for 
men, women and children that 
was manifested in the Shoah 
was a crime against God and 
against humanity,” Benedict 


told the visiting leaders, 
using the Hebrew term for the 
Holocaust. “This should be 
clear to everyone, especially to 
those standing in the tradition 
of the Holy Scriptures.” 
Jewish leaders applauded his 
comments, most saying the 
crisis with the church over 
Williamson’s comments was 
over. 

“We came here with heavy 
hearts because of recent events, 
but we came away pleased 
and honored by the words 
of His Holiness,” Malcolm 
Hoenlein, vice president of 
the Conference of Presidents 
of Major American Jewish 
Organizations, told reporters. 
Abraham Foxman, a 
Holocaust survivor and the 
national director of the Anti- 
Defamation League, said the 
Vatican shouldexcommunicate 
Williamson again because of 
his remarks. 

“Every moment that he stays 
in the church gives him 
credibility,” he told reporters 
after the meeting. 

“Today’s statement was 
important but it did not bring 
closure,” he said. “You cannot 
condemn Holocaust denial and 
anti-Semitism and reinstate 
someone who to this day 
continues to be an anti-Semite 
and deny the Holocaust.” 

In an interview with Swedish 
state TV broadcast Jan. 21, 
Williamson said only about 
200,000 to 300,000 Jews were 
killed, none of them gassed. 
Williamson has apologized for 
causing distress to the pope, 
but has not recanted. He said 
he would correct himself if he 
is satisfied by the evidence, 
but insisted in an interview 
with the German magazine 
Der Spiegel that examining it 
“will take time.” 

Benedict’s trip had been 
planned before the Williamson 
affair surfaced. 

Pope John Paul II made the 
first official visit in 2000, 
moving many when he prayed 
at the Western Wall, Judaism’s 
holiest site. The only other 
visit by a pope, in 1964, 
reflected the strained nature 
of the relationship in those

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Crash of U.S., Russian satellites a threat in space

MOSCOW - U.S. and Russian 
officials traded shots Thursday 
over who was to blame for a 
huge satellite collision this 
week that spewed speeding 
clouds of debris into space, 
threatening other unmanned 
spacecraft in nearby orbits. 

The smashup 500 miles (800 
kilometers) over Siberia on 
Tuesday involved a derelict 
Russian spacecraft designed 
for military communications 
and a working satellite owned 
by U.S.-based Iridium, which 
served commercial customers 
as well as the U.S. Department 
of Defense. 

A prominent Russian space 
expert suggested NASA fell 
down on the job by not warning 
of the collision. But U.S. space 
experts said the Russian has the 
wrong agency. 

The U.S. military tracks 
the 18,000 objects in orbit, 
monitoring only certain threats 
because it lacks the resources to 
do everything, said Maj. Regina 
Winchester, spokeswoman 
for U.S. Strategic Command, 
which oversees the military’s 
Space Surveillance Network. 
Iridium spokeswoman 

Elizabeth Mailander said the 
company can move any of its 
65 satellites out of the way if 
it gets a precise warning ahead 
of a crash. Such a warning was 
not made Tuesday, Mailander 
said. 

But the company has never 
redirected a satellite before 
because the warnings they get 
aren’t precise enough and there 
are just too many satellites to 
be constantly rejiggering their 
orbit, she said. 

“Ours was where it was 
supposed to be and it was 
functioning,” Mailander said. 
She said Iridium hasn’t talked 
with Russian space officials. 

No one has any idea yet how 
many pieces of space junk 
were generated by the collision 
or how big they might be. But 


the crash scattered space junk 
in orbits 300 to 800 miles (500 
to 1,300 kilometers) above 
Earth, according to Maj.-Gen. 
Alexander Yakushin, chief of 
staff for the Russian military’s 
Space Forces. 

Experts in space debris will 
meet next week in Vienna at 
a U.N. seminar to come up 
with better ways to prevent 
future crashes, said NASA 
orbital debris program manager 
Nicholas Johnson. 

Igor Lisov, a prominent Russian 
space expert, said Thursday he 
did not understand why NASA’s 
debris experts and Iridium had 
failed to prevent the collision, 
since the Iridium satellite was 
active and its orbit could be 
adjusted. 

“It could have been a computer 
failure or a human error,” he 
said. “It also could be that they 
only were paying attention to 
smaller debris and ignoring the 
defunct satellites.” 

But that job belongs to the U.S. 
Department of Defense’s Space 
Surveillance Network, which 
was created with NASA’s help. 
The network’s top priority 
is protecting astronauts — 
warning if there is a threat to 
the international space station 
or manned spacecraft. And it 


gives NASA precise warnings 
for about a dozen satellites that 
could be maneuvered out of the 
way, something that happens 
once in a while, Johnson said. 
There are 800 to 1,000 active 
satellites in orbit and about 
17,000 pieces of debris and dead 
satellites, like the Russian one, 
that can’t be controlled, he said. 
The U.S. space tracking network 
doesn’t have the resources to 
warn all satellite operators 
of every possible close call, 
Johnson and Winchester said. 
“It’s unfortunate that we cannot 
predict all of the collisions all 
of the time,” said Winchester. 

A private Web site, named 
Socrates, does give daily risk 
of crash warnings for satellites 
and Iridium, with 65 satellites, 
frequently is in the top 10 daily 
risks, Johnson said. 

However, the Iridium satellite 
wasn’t on Tuesday’s warning 
list, he said. 

Lisov said the debris may 
threaten a large number of earth¬ 
tracking and weather satellites 
in similar orbits. 

“There is a quite a lot of satellites 
in nearby orbits,” he told The 
Associated Press. “The other 
65 Iridium satellites in similar 
orbits will face the most serious 
risk, and there numerous earth¬ 


tracking and weather satellites 
in nearby orbits. Fragments may 
trigger a chain of collisions.” 
Both the U.S. surveillance 
network and Russian Space 
Forces are tracking the debris, 
believed to be traveling at 
speeds of around 200 meters 
— or about 660 feet — per 
second. 

NASA said it would take weeks 
to know the full magnitude of 
the crash, but both NASA and 
Russia’s Roscosmos agencies 


Associated Press 
said there was little risk to the 
international space station and 
its three crew members. 

Russian Mission Control 
spokesman Valery Lyndin noted 
the station’s orbit has been 
adjusted in the past to dodge 
space debris. 

The space junk also is unlikely 
to pose a threat to the space 
shuttle set to launch Feb. 22 
with seven astronauts, U.S. 
officials said, although that 
issue will be reviewed. □

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New Canadian pence policy restricts stun gun use

TORONTO - Canada’s federal police 
will no longer use stun guns against 
suspects who are merely resisting arrest 
or refusing to cooperate — saying the 
guns can cause death. 

“Tasers hurt like hell,” Royal Canadian 


MountedPoliceCommissionerWilliam 
Elliot said Thursday of his reaction to 
being shot with a stun gun as a test. 
“Taser” is one brand name for the guns 
made by U.S. firm Taser International 
Inc. The guns incapacitate people with 


a 50,000-volt jolt of electricity. 

Some police have said the stun guns 
are needed as a non-lethal alternative 
to firearms. 

“The RCMP’s revised policy 
underscores that there are risks 
associated with the deployment of the 
device and emphasizes that those risks 
include the risk of death, particularly 
for agitated individuals,” Elliot told 
members of Parliament’s public safety 
committee. 

At least 20 Canadians have died after 
being zapped by stun guns. Federal 
police officers have used the guns 
more than 5,000 times in the last seven 
years. 

An analysis of incidents by The 
Canadian Press between 2002 and 
2005 found that three in four suspects 
zapped by the RCMP were unarmed. 
Elliot said stun gun use must now be 
justified as a necessary and reasonable 
use of force — including cases that are 
serious enough to warrant an officer 
using his real gun if the stun gun does 
not calm down the suspect. 

Officers had previously been told that 


stun guns are a good way to control 
suspects in a state of so-called “excited 
delirium,” or in an agitated or delirious 
state. 

Elliot said the term will no longer 
appear in police manuals. 

“(Police officers) are highly trained, 
but they’re not medical experts and 
we don’t think it’s fair or reasonable 
to have policy based on a medical 
condition or diagnosis,” Elliot said. 
The term was widely used after a 
Polish man died in 2007 when police 
at Vancouver International Airport 
repeatedly zapped him and pinned 
him to the floor. The RCMP have 
maintained Robert Dziekanski was in 
a state of excited delirium when they 
shot him. 

International attention and intense 
criticism of police followed when 
a bystander released video of the 
incident. The case is the subject of a 
public inquiry into police actions. 
Amnesty International is among groups 
that have urged a ban on the weapons, 
pending conclusive impartial study. □

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Report: Hamas says agreemeat on long-term truce

CAIRO - The deputy leader 
of Hamas said Thursday night 
that the Islamic militant group 
agreed to an 18-month truce 
with Israel for the Gaza Strip, 
the official Egyptian news 
agency reported. 

Moussa Abu Marzouk 
told MENA that Egypt’s 
government, which has been 
mediating between Hamas 
and Israel, would announce 
the truce in two days after 
consulting with other 
Palestinian factions. 

In Jerusalem, Prime Minister 
Ehud Olmert’s office said the 
Israeli government had no 
comment on the report. 

Earlier in the day, Egyptian 
and Hamas officials reported 
progress in truce talks, which 
included Hamas’ strongman 
from Gaza, Mahmoud Zahar, 
and Egypt’s top mediator, 
intelligence chief Omar 
Suleiman. 

Egyptian diplomats have been 
working as go-betweens to try 
to arrange a truce deal between 
Hamas and Israel to solidify a 
cease-fire that ended Israel’s 
devastating 22-day offensive 
in Gaza last month. Hamas 
and Israel refuse to negotiate 
directly. 

Marzouk told MENA that 
the Egyptian-brokered deal 
it agreed to calls for Israel to 
reopen six border crossings 
into the Gaza Strip. 

Hamas leaders centered its 
truce demands on a reopening 
of the tiny coastal territory’s 
borders, which have been 
largely sealed by Egypt and 
Israel since Hamas gunmen 
seized control in Gaza in 
2007. 

Israel, in turn, insisted that 
any cease-fire must include an 
end to militants firing rockets 
from Gaza into southern Israel 
and a halt to Hamas arms 
smuggling. 

In talking to MENA, Marzouk 
did not discuss details. But 


earlier Thursday he told Al- 
Jazeera television that Egypt 
had previously agreed to 
work with Israel to forge new 
arrangements for reopening 
Gaza’s crossing into Egypt. 
Marzouk said a deal for the 
release of a captured Israeli 
soldier Gilad Shalit held in 
Gaza would be negotiated 
later, according to MENA. 

German president of the

Egypt has been trying to 
broker a prisoner exchange 
between Israel and Hamas. 
Hamas is holding Shalit, who 
was abducted more than two 
years ago in a cross-border 
raid from Gaza into southern 
Israel. 

Besides mediating a truce 
for Gaza, Egypt also is 
trying to bring Hamas and its 
Palestinian rival, President 
Mahmoud Abbas, into talks 
on reconciling and forming 
a unity government that 
can move ahead with peace 
negotiations with Israel. Egypt 
hopes to host a reconciliation 
conference Feb. 22. 

An Egyptian security official 
said Egypt had arrested a 
Palestinian who sneaked 
into Egypt through a tunnel 
from Gaza and was trying to 
purchase weapons in Egypt. 
The official, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because he was not authorized 
to talk to the media, said the 
man and two Egyptians who 
were sheltering him were 
arrested in the coastal city of

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U.S. Navy seizes 9 suspected pirates iu Gulf of Aden

ABOARD THE USNS LEWIS 
AND CLARK - The U.S. 
Navy apprehended suspected 
pirates Thursday for a second 
consecutive day in the Gulf of 
Aden, a treacherous waterway 
between Somalia and Yemen 
where international forces have 
been battling pirates preying 
on commercial vessels. 

The high-seas action came as 
a Ukrainian cargo ship laden 
with tanks and heavy weapons, 
which Somali pirates released 


last week after holding it 
for more than four months, 
docked at a Kenyan port. 

The Navy said it responded 
Thursday to a distress signal 
from the Indian-flagged 
vessel Premdivya which said 
it was fired upon by men in a 
skiff who were trying to board 
their vessel. In a statement 
from the 5th Fleet’s Bahrain 
headquarters, the Navy said a 
helicopter from the US S Vella 
Gulf fired two warning shots 
at the suspected pirates to 
stop them fleeing. U.S. forces

searched the skiff and found 
weapons including rocket- 
propelled grenades, then took 
nine suspected pirates aboard 
the American ship. 

Officials were gathering 
evidence on the incident 
and may hand the suspects 
to Kenyan authorities for 
prosecution, Pentagon 

spokesman Bryan Whitman 
said. The United States agreed 
last month to hand pirate 
suspects to the east African 
nation. 

On Wednesday, the same 


American ship detained seven 
other suspected pirates — the 
Navy’s first arrests since it 
established an anti-piracy task 
force this year. 

Those suspects, armed with 
AK-47s and rocket-propelled 
grenades, had tried to board 
the Marshall Islands-flagged 
vessel Polaris using a ladder 
from their skiff. 

The seven were transferred 
via helicopter to the USNS 
Lewis and Clark on Thursday. 
They will eventually be 
handed to Kenya, according 
to Lt. Nathan Christensen, a 
spokesman for the 5th Fleet. 
Associated Press Television 
News footage showed some 
of the men, handcuffed and 
wearing leg shackles and white 
jumpsuits, being escorted from 
helicopters onto the ship. 

They were given a meal, a 
blanket, a towel and a bar of 
soap, but they were not allowed 
to talk to each other. U.S. 
forces assisted by a translator 
were trying to get information 
from the men, such as their 
ages and nationalities. 

The men were then taken to 
a holding area surrounded by 
razor wire where they were 
watched by U.S. forces. 
Pirates, mostly from lawless 
Somalia, have become an 
increasing problem in the 
region. Last year, pirates 
seeking multimillion-dollar 
ransoms attacked 111 ships 
in the Gulf of Aden and 
seized 42 of them, including 
the Ukrainian ship, the MV 
Faina. That vessel docked at 
Mombasa on Thursday. The 
ship’s captain had died of a 
suspected heart attack during 
the kidnapping. 

“It is very difficult to 
express our feelings because 
the voyage is too hard for 
everybody,” the acting 
captain, Viktor Nikolsky, said 
in broken English during brief 
comments to journalists at the 


docks. 

The 20 Russian and Ukrainian 
crew members were then 
whisked away for medical 
checks, and were expected to 
be flown back to Ukraine on 
Saturday. 

The Ukrainian ship’s capture 
sparked a diplomatic spat; 
while Kenya had said the 
weapons belonged to Nairobi, 
a Kenyan maritime official and 
several foreign diplomats said 
the weapons were destined for 
southern Sudan. 

The allegations embarrassed 
Kenya, which had helped 
broker a peace deal between 
northern Sudan’s government 
and the oil-rich south in 2005, 
ending a 21-year civil war. 
Officials repeated Thursday 
that the tanks had been bound 
for Kenya. 

“We have nothing to 
hide,” Kenyan government 
spokesman Alfred Mutua 
told the banks of TV cameras 
assembled at the docks. 

MV Faina’s ordeal began in 
September, when scores of 
heavily armed Somali pirates 
swarmed onboard as it carried 
33 Soviet-designed tanks and 
crates of small arms headed to 
Kenya. Foreign governments 
had feared the Faina’s weapons 
might fall into the hands of 
Somali insurgents who the 
U.S. State Department says 
are linked to al-Qaida. 

In an effort to stop the pirates 
and protect commercial 
shipping, warships from a 
number of countries including 
the United States, India, 
Britain, China, Russia, Saudi 
Arabia and South Korea have 
sent ships to the area. 

Somalia has not had a 
functioning government since 
warlords overthrew dictator 
Mohamed Siad Barre in 1991, 
then turning on each other 
and reducing the Horn of 
Africa nation to anarchy and 
chaosQ

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Police: drug turf battles near Mexico’s capital

MEXICO CITY - Drug cartels that 
have waged bloody turf battles across 
Mexico’s border region have now 
brought their fight to the outskirts 
of Mexico City, federal police said 
Thursday in announcing the arrest of 
10 alleged members of an armed hit 
squad. 

The eight men and two women arrested 
Wednesday were allegedly working for 
the Sinaloa-based Beltran Leyva cartel 
and had been hired to attack the rival 
La Familia cartel, which has allegedly 
moved into the capital from the nearby 
state of Michoacan. 

“It is clear that these two gangs, the 
two cartels, are already on the outskirts 
of Mexico City,” said acting federal 
police Commissioner Rodrigo Esparza, 
adding “there is a war between these 
two criminal gangs for the territory.” 
The 10 suspects were arrested in the 
township of Tultitlan, on the northern 
outskirts of one of the world’s largest 
cities. They worked for Edgar Valdez 
Villarreal, alias “Barbie,” the reputed 
chief hit man for the Beltran Leyva 
cartel, Esparza said. Earlier, police had 


arrested 13 heavily armed members of 
the La Familia cartel in the same area. 
The two gangs are apparently fighting 
for control of trafficking routes as well 
as local drug sales, he said. 

While cartel hitmen have carried out 
selective assassinations in Mexico 
City and some cartel operators have 
been arrested here, the city has been 
largely spared the raging gunbattles 
that claimed the lives of more than 
6,000 people in Mexico last year. 

The bodies of 24 men were found 
bound with duct tape and shot in the 
head last year in a rural area outside 
Mexico City. Authorities believe the 
killings stemmed from a territorial 
dispute between cartels. Mexican 
Attorney General Eduardo Medina 
has said at least 17 of the victims were 
identified as bricklayers who had been 
recruited into drug dealing. 

Also Thursday, a Mexican judge 
ordered a former federal police official 
to stand trial on charges that he 
protected drug traffickers. 

The judge found enough evidence to 
proceed with the case against former 
regional police coordinator Javier 
Herrera, who was arrested earlier this

month on organized-crime and drug 
charges, the Attorney General’s Office 
said in a statement. 

Herrera allegedly received $35,000 
twice a month from traffickers in 
the northern state of Tamaulipas and 
helped smugglers in southern Guerrero 


state, where he was in charge of the 
federal police, authorities said. 

Last year, Herrera accused top federal 
police officials of incompetence and 
mismanagement and had since been 
dismissed. He is being held in a federal 
prison in western Nayarit state.□

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When toddlers point a lot, more words will follow

WASHINGTON - Don’t just 
talk to your toddler — gesture, 
too. Pointing, waving bye-bye 
and other natural gestures seem 
to boost a budding vocabulary. 
Scientists found those tots who 
could convey more meaning 
with gestures at age 14 months 
went on to have a richer 
vocabulary as they prepared

to start kindergarten. And 
intriguingly, whether a family 
is poor or middle class plays 
a role, the researchers report 
Friday. 

Anyone who’s ever watched 
a tot perform the arms-raised 
“pick me up now” demand 
knows that youngsters figure 
out how to communicate well 
before they can talk. Gesturing 
also seems to be an important 


precursor to forming sentences, 
as children start combining one 
word plus a gesture for a second 
word. 

University of Chicago 

researchers wondered if 

gesturing also played a role in 
a serious problem: Children 
from low-income families 
start school with smaller 
vocabularies than their better- 
off classmates. It’s a gap that 
tends to persist as the students 
age. In fact, kindergarten 
vocabulary is a predicter of how 
well youngsters ultimately fare 
in school. 

One big key to a child’s 
vocabulary is how their parents 
talked to them from babyhood 
on. Previous research has shown 
that higher-income, better- 
educated parents tend to talk and 
read more to small children, and 
to use more varied vocabulary 
and complex syntax. 

Do those parents also gesture 
more as they talk with and teach 
their children? 

To see, university psychology 
researchers Susan Goldin- 
Meadow and Meredith 
Rowe visited the homes of 


50 Chicago-area families of 
varying socioeconomic status 
who had 14-month-olds. They 
videotaped for 90 minutes 
to count both parents’ and 
children’s words and gestures. 
Quantity aside, they also counted 
whether children made gestures 
with specific meanings. 

This is not baby sign-language; 
parents weren’t formally 
training their tots. Instead, they 
used everyday gestures to point 
something out or illustrate a 
concept. A child points to a 
dog and mom says, “Yes, that’s 
a dog.” Or dad flaps his arms 
to mimic flying. Or pointing 
illustrates less concrete concepts 
like “up” or “down” or “big.” 
The researchers found an 
income gap with gesturing even 
in toddlerhood, when children 
speak few words. 
Higher-income parents did 
gesture more and, more 
importantly, their children on 
average produced 25 meanings 
in gesture during that 90- 
minute session, compared with 
an average of 13 among poorer 
children, they reported in the 
journal Science. 


Then the researchers returned to 
test vocabulary comprehension 
at age 4 1/2. The poorer 
children scored worse, by about 
24 points. Researchers blamed 
mostly socioeconomic status 
and parents’ speech, but said 
gesturing contributed, too. 

It’s not just that richer parents 
gesture more, stressed Peggy 
McCardle of the National 
Institute of Child Health and 
Human Development, which 
funded the work. 

“It’s that there’s a greater 
variety of types of gesture that 
would signal different types 
of meaning,” McCardle said. 
“It sure looks like the kids are 
learning that and it’s given them 
kind of a leg-up.” 

The study doesn’t prove 
gesturing leads to better word- 
learning, but it’s a strong 
hint. Now scientists wonder 
if encouraging low-income 
parents to gesture more could 
translate to toddlers who do, 
too, and in turn improve school 
readiness. 

“It wouldn’t hurt to encourage 
parents to talk more and gesture 
more,” Rowe said. □

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Obama buys time for zombie banks

Faced with a choice between 
spending upwards of $4 trillion 
to save wobbly banks or doing 
something else, President Obama 
has decided to do something 
else. His bank plan, rolled out 
Tuesday, almost seems designed 
to simply buy time in hopes the 
economy bottoms out soon. 
Maybe then, hard decisions about 
who sacrifices - taxpayers or 
financiers - won’t be needed. 
That explains why the plan, 
drafted by Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner, is vague 
on details and merely broad in 
strategy - with the uncertainty 
over its real impact worrisome to 
business. 

Under the plan, government 
would first send federal regulators 
into the opaque backrooms of the 
biggest banks like cave explorers 
to find the ultimate depth of bad 
assets, such as mortgage-backed 
securities. Banks are still trying 
not to admit those losses on 
their balance sheets and thus are 


could revive the economy. 

“Right now,” Mr. Obama says, 
“part of the problem is that 
nobody really knows what’s on 
the banks’ books.” 

Second, the plan calls for Treasury 
and the Federal Reserve to invite 
private investors to buy those 
toxic assets at whatever price 
they can get them with a still- 
unspecified federal guarantee to 
make sure they don’t lose their 
shirt in selling them later. 

How big will that guarantee be? 
When asked about the potential 
losses in those bad assets that 
might be subsidized by taxpayers, 
Mr. Geithner could only answer: 
“It’s the core of the problem.” 
Better candor came from Federal 
Reserve chief Ben Bernanke, who 
warned Congress that it should 
prepare to pay for a government 
takeover of some big financial 
institutions, such as happened last 
year with insurance giant AIG. 
Over the past year, 34 banks, 
mostly small ones, have failed 
- the fastest rate since the 1980s 
bank crisis. Nearly 200 more 


reluctant to resume lending that banks are on watch by the FDIC. 

Obama Suggests Stimulus 
Impact May Surpass lobs Goal 


Some experts say hundreds more 
may fail in the next few years. 
The Obama/Geithner plan 
only continues a deadlock with 
investors and banks by not being 
exact in how much government 
will spend to solve the banks’ 
woes. With a Congress and 
Obama preferring to throw 
money at other things, such 
as the stimulus package, they 
are putting politics above the 
economy. 

Mr. Geithner says he wants bold 
action, which Japan failed to 
do during its decade-long bank 
crisis of the 1990s. Yet the key 
negative lesson from Japan is 
that banks must not only quickly 
admit the size of their financial 
problems but government must 
also be resolute and clear on how 
much it will spend to solve them 
- or else let the banks dissolve. 

A game of chicken over who 
takes responsibility for bad debts 
only holds the US economy back. 
Obama needs to either let banks

Obama held a roundtable discussion with regional reporters at the 
White House yesterday, aiming to spread the White House’s message 
about the stimulus plan through local media. The Q&A garnered big 
headlines in most of the target cities, as Obama talked not just about 
his recovery plan but a host of local issues. 

Interestingly, he told the Philadelphia Inquirer that he thinks he may 
actually selling the impact of his proposal short, saying the ripple 
effect of some job-creating measures may lead to an undercounting of 
the final result. “You’re probably not counting the fact that that teacher 
is still going to the dry cleaner down the street,” Obama said. “I think 
the ripple effects of this package won’t be entirely documentable, but 
I think it will be significant.” 

With the Columbus Dispatch and Dayton Daily News, Obama 
“sympathized” with the decisions being made by governors at the 
state level. Obama said the final legislation would save Ohio from 
draconian budget cuts. Obama: “Given what Gov. (Ted) Strickland 
is going through in Ohio ... we need to provide ample relief to the 
states. 

Obama praised the role Maine’s senators played in the Portland Press 
Herald, and said he’s confident in getting more Republican support. 
Obama: “I think Susan Collins and Olympia Snowe are outstanding 
legislators who care about their state but who also care about this 
country. There are going to be times when Susan Collins and Olympia 
Snowe disagree with me, but they’ve been consistently thoughtful and 
I very much appreciate the efforts that they’ve put in.” 

He did the same with the Omaha World-Herald, saying that Ben 
Nelson has “been a very constructive partner in this process.” Obama: 
“Without Ben, I’m not sure we get other votes.” He also said some 
of the “scrubbing” done in the Senate made sense. “My bottom line 
has always been: Is it creating jobs? And this bill creates jobs. Is it 
providing relief to states? It’s providing relief to states. Is it laying the 
foundation for long-term economic growth? It is.” 

Obama told Detroit’s Free Press that he’s waiting for commitments 
from auto industry executives before offering “serious help.” “My 
message is, get me a plan,” he said. “You know, if a plan is presented 
to us on 20 million [in] sales when we just know that’s not going 
to happen, then we’re going to have to ask them to go back to the 
drawing board,” he said.” 

Obama told the Anchorage Daily News he would discuss the state’s 
natural gas pipeline with Canada at his Feb. 19 meeting. □

Bud Selig says

TAMPA, Fla. - Bud Selig says 
Alex Rodriguez has “shamed 
the game,” though the baseball 
commissioner indicated no 
plans to punish the three-time 
AL MVP. “I am saddened by 
the revelations,” Selig said in a 
statement issued Thursday, four 
days after Rodriguez admitted 
he used unspecified drugs from 
2001-03 while playing for the 
Texas Rangers. “What Alex did 
was wrong, and he will have to 
live with the damage he has done 
to his name and reputation.” 
Players and owners didn’t agree 
to a joint drug program until 
August 2002, and testing with 
punishment didn’t start until 
2004. 

“It is important to remember that 
these recent revelations relate to 
pre-program activity,” Selig said. 
“Under our current drug program, 
if you are caught using steroids 
and/or amphetamines, you will 
be punished. Since 2005, every 
player who has tested positive for 
steroids has been suspended for 
as much as 50 games.”

Caps’ Green ties goal mark in loss

NEW YORK - Mike Green 
isn’t used to goalies keeping 
him from putting the puck in 
the net. So forgive him for 
being annoyed when a few 
first-period chances failed to 
get past Henrik Lundqvist. 

By the time the second period 
was over, the Washington 
Capitals ’ high-scoring 

defenseman had Lundqvist 
figured out, too, and forced 
his way into the NHL record 
book. 

Green scored for the seventh 
straight game to tie the 25- 
year-old mark for defensemen 
and then added a second goal 
in the middle period. It wasn’t 
enough as the Capitals fell to 
Lundqvist and the New York 
Rangers 5-4 in a shootout on 
Wednesday night. 

Green put the Capitals in front 
3-2 with a hard, rising wrister 
from just inside the top edge of 
the right circle at 10:32. That 
tied the record set by Boston’s 
Mike O’Connell, who also 
scored in seven straight games 
during the 1983-84 season. 

He got Washington even at 
4 with 57.6 seconds left in 
the second period. Green 
celebrated both goals with 
emphatic slams against the 
glass in the Rangers zone. 

“I was pretty excited,” said

Green, who leads NHL 
defensemen with 21 goals and 
49 points. “It was frustrating 
there. I had some chances in 
the first period, and I finally 
got one by him. I don’t know 


if you’ve seen my reaction, 
but I was pretty jacked. 

“It was anger, emotion, happy, 
sad. I was pretty wound up.” 
So were the Rangers when they 
finally snapped a season-high, 


five-game losing streak 
that threatened to derail 
their playoff plans. 

Ryan Callahan netted 
the decisive goal in the 
shootout with a drive 
that struck the crossbar 
and then caromed in off 
the skates and stick of 
surprised Washington 
goalie Jose Theodore. 
“To be honest, I thought 
when it hits the crossbar 
and comes back out it’s 
no play,” a disappointed 
Theodore said. “I didn’t 
really try to get out of 
the way because for me 
it was no goal. 
“Obviously, I was wrong, 
so it’s a lesson that I 
learned, I guess.” 

The Rangers were on an 
0-4-1 skid and needed 
a win to ensure they 
wouldn’t fall to seventh 
place in the Eastern 
Conference. Instead they 
moved up into a fourth- 
place tie in points with 
Philadelphia. 

“I hit the crossbar and I 
didn’t think it went in,” 
Callahan said. 

“I heard it hit the 
crossbar, and as I turned 
back I saw it go off his 
leg and in the net. I got 
a little bit lucky and I’ll 
take it.”Q 


Internal IRS probe of BAIC0 agent surfaces

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—The 
government’s lead sports doping 
investigator and four other Internal 
Revenue Service agents have been 
cleared of any wrongdoing in a raid 
on the home of Barry Bonds’ personal 
trainer. 

When federal agents raided the home of 
Bonds’ trainer, Greg Anderson, on Sept. 
3, 2003, they seized $63,920 from a safe 
and a drawer in his kitchen. Less than 
a month later, $600 went missing, and 
several IRS agents, including BALCO 
investigator Jeff Novitzky, were placed 
under investigation. 


According to court documents filed 
Thursday, the IRS’ yearlong internal 
investigation concluded that “it did not 
identify who was responsible for taking 
the missing $600.” 

But the investigation has become an 
issue in Bonds’ upcoming trial and in 
the case of cyclist Tammy Thomas, 
who was convicted last year of lying 
to a grand jury when she denied using 
steroids. U.S. District Judge Susan 
Illston ordered prosecutors last week 
to turn over the 136-page IRS report 
to Bonds’ attorneys. Whether they can 
or will use the report to cross examine 
Novitzky when he testifies for the 
government remains to be seen. 


Bonds’ lead attorney Allen Ruby 
declined comment. 

Illston barred Thomas’ attorney 
from questioning Novitzky about the 
investigation during her April 2008 trial. 
The judge ruled the raid on Anderson’s 
house had nothing to do with the cyclist’s 
case, though she said it might have 
been relevant in the original BALCO 
criminal case that charged Anderson, 
BALCO founder Victor Conte and two 
others with steroids dealing. Anderson, 
Conte and the others pleaded guilty in 
2005 before their cases went to trial. 
Thomas’ attorney Ethan Balogh recently 
was given a copy of the full report by 
the prosecution. □

Pierce, Celtics spoil Paul’s return to Hornets

NEW ORLEANS - Paul 
Pierce more than made up for 
a thumb injury that sidelined 
Ray Allen and the foul trouble 
that limited Kevin Garnett. 
Pierce scored 30 points and 
the Boston Celtics spoiled 
Chris Paul’s return from 
injury with an 89-77 victory 
over the New Orleans Hornets 
on Wednesday night. 

“Night in and night out I don’t 
know what the team is going 
to need from me,” Pierce said. 
“Obviously my scoring was 
needed, so I had to step up. 
I just feel out the game, see 
how it’s going and play from 
there.” 

Limited to less than 30 
minutes after committing his 
fourth foul in the third quarter, 
Garnett still finished with 14 
points and 10 rebounds. Eddie 
House scored eight of his 12 
points in the final period to 
help Boston pull away for its 
eighth straight road win. 

Paul, who’d missed four 
games with a right groin 
strain, finished with 13 points 
and five assists in 32 minutes. 
He was disappointed with the 
loss, but satisfied with how he 
felt physically after the game. 
“I was a little nervous about 
what I could do,” Paul said. 
“It’s one thing in practice, 
playing two-on-two, but it’s 
another thing playing at game 
speed. But I’m excited because 
now I feel good to go.” 

Allen wore a wrap on his 
right hand in the locker room 
following the game, but said 
he’d try to play Thursday 
night in Dallas. 

David West had 15 points and 
Hilton Armstrong 14 for New 


Orleans. 

With the game tied at 64 
through three quarters, Paul 
rested during the first 5 
minutes of the fourth, when 
House made two 3-pointers 
and scored eight points to help 
the Celtics surge to a 79-67 
lead. 

“When it’s the fourth quarter 
you’ve got to make them 
count. I got the looks and 
made sure I took my time with 
it and knocked them down,” 
House said. “If you want to 
pick when you’re going to 
knock your shot down, you’d 
rather knock it down in the 
fourth quarter.” 

Raj on Rondo added a difficult 
floater in the lane and fed a 
bounce pass to Leon Powe for 
a dunk during the spurt. 
“Rondo does a great job 
finding open guys, and when 
he wasn’t finding open guys 
he was finishing at the rim,” 
Pierce said. 

Paul returned with about 7 
minutes to go, but it was too 
late. Rasual Butler’s 3-pointer 
got New Orleans within eight 
points with a little over 6 
minutes left, but Pierce fed 
Powe for another dunk to 
get Boston’s lead back to 10, 
Garnett added a jumper and 
the Celtics led by double digits 
the rest of the way. 

Powe finished with 11 points 
for Boston and Rondo had 11 
assists. 

Cavaliers 109, Suns 92 

At Cleveland, Mo Williams 
scored a career-high 44 points 
and LeBron James added 26 
as the Cavs bounced back 
from their first two-game 
losing slide this season with 
their 40th victory. 

Williams was 18-of-26 from 


the floor and made seven 3- 
pointers against the Suns, 
without starting point guard 
Steve Nash, who didn’t dress 
to get extra rest for numerous 
sore spots. 

Amare Stoudemire scored 27 
points for Phoenix. 

At Orlando, Fla., Carmelo 
Anthony had 29 points and 
eight rebounds, and Denver 
ended a 15-game losing streak 
in Orlando. Kenyon Martin 
scored 13 points, Nene added 
12 and Chauncey Billups had 
11 points for the Nuggets, 
who hadn’t won in Orlando 
since March 10, 1992. □

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Gordon wins 1st duol to earn Daytona 500 spot

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. - 
Jeff Gordon ended the longest 
winless drought of his career 
with a victory in the first of 
Thursday’s twin Daytona 500 
qualifying races. 

The four-time Cup champion, 
coming off his first winless 
season since his 1993 rookie 
year, climbed from his car in 


Victory Lane and immediately 
reached for his young daughter. 
Ella was just an infant during 
his last victory celebration, 
back in October 2007. 

“I’ve been fortunate enough to 
visit Victory Lane quite a few 
times, but not many times as a 
father,” Gordon said. “There’s 
nothing more special than 
that.” 

The non-points Gatorade 


Duel doesn’t officially count 
for anything in Gordon’s 
victory total, but it gives him 
a second-row starting spot in 
Sunday’s Daytona 500. 

It also gives him much- 
needed momentum after his 
disappointing 2008 season. 
“Who says we can’t win?” 
Gordon asked. “This team 
has been unbelievable. We all 
know what we went through 


last year by not winning. 
There’s a lot of expectations 
on this team, but they never 
wavered. The guys just kept 
working hard, building great 
race cars. 

“I’m really excited about the 
Daytona 500 after that race. 
It’s been awhile since I’ve 
been to Victory Lane. I’ve got 
to take advantage of this.” 
Tony Stewart finished second 
and defending three-time 
series champion Jimmie 
Johnson was third. Joey 
Logano, the 18-year-old 
rookie who replaced Stewart 
at Joe Gibbs Racing, finished 
fourth. 

Stewart, off to an impressive 
start as driver/owner of 
Stewart-Haas Racing, earned 
the first transfer spot into the 
500 based on his finish. He’d 
technically already earned 
one through time trials, so it 
opened up a spot in the 500 
for Regan Smith, last year’s 
top rookie who lost his ride at 
the end of the season. 

The second spot went to 
Scott Riggs, driving for six- 
week-old startup organization 
Tommy Baldwin. 

Riggs earned his spot in the

500 by racing his way from 
11th to eighth in the final five 
laps. 

“It feels absolutely awesome. 
It’s like we just won the race,” 
Riggs said. 

Riggs lost his job at the end 
of last year when Stewart took 
over control of Riggs’ former 
race team and revamped the 
driver lineup. With no other 
ride lined up, he turned to 
Baldwin, who lost his job 
running Bill Davis Racing 
when that operation folded at 
the end of last season. 

“What really made the decision 
for me was when I talked to 
Tommy and just heard the 
passion in his voice,” Riggs 
said. “Man, I am just elated.” 
Logano had a similar reaction 
after completing his first Cup 
race at Daytona International 
Speedway.

Rodriguez’s admission came two days after Sports Illustrated reported 
on its Web site that he was among 104 names on a list of players 
who tested positive for steroids in 2003, when testing was intended 
to determine the extent of steroid use in baseball. The results weren’t 
subject to discipline and were supposed to remain anonymous, but 
were seized by the government in 2004 and remain under seal. 

“When I arrived in Texas in 2001, I felt an enormous amount of 
pressure. I felt like I had all the weight of the world on top of me and I 
needed to perform, and perform at a high level every day,” Rodriguez 
said in an ESPN interview. 

Though Rodriguez said he experimented with a number of substances, 
he has not provided details. 

“It was such a loosey-goosey era. I’m guilty for a lot of things. I’m 
guilty for being negligent, naive, not asking all the right questions,” 
Rodriguez told ESPN. “And to be quite honest, I don’t know exactly 
what substance I was guilty of using.” 

Much of Selig’s statement Thursday was a recitation of his efforts to 
get a drug agreement with the union and then toughen it. With baseball 
officials under pressure from Congress, negotiators from management 
and the union strengthened the program in January 2005, November 
2005 and April 2008, toughening the penalties and tightening the 
rules. 

In 2008, there were three major-league violations and 69 minor- 
league violations. This year, there have been two major-league and 
two minor-league violations so far. 

“We are fully committed to ridding our game of steroids and other 
performance-enhancing substances. These drugs and those who use 
them and facilitate their use threaten the integrity of our sport,” Selig 
said. “... But we will not rest or relax our efforts until the use of these 
illegal drugs are gone from baseball.”□
